Ii there is anything which lias been 


taught to us by the most advanced 
stage of science as applied to the anat- 
omy, the physiology and the pathology 
of the brain it is the fact that the ut- 
most degree of mental aberration may 
exist without there being the slightest 
change perceptible to our senses in the 
normal structure of the central organ 
of tlie mind. Of course there is some 
alteration, such, for instance, as a per- 
nicious education may effect, such as 
may be induced by indulgence in ig- 
noble emotions, degrading trains of 
thought or vicious practices; but it is 
so slight and perhaps so evanescent 
as to be entirely beyond the reach not 
only of our unaided senses, but of all 
the instruments of precision or of ana- 
lytical processes that are at the present 
day at our disposal. 


Tlio brain, therefore, of the most 


pronounced lunatic may not differ, to 
fcir as we can perceive, from that of 
one who during life had stood at the 
very summit of human mental develop- 
ment. At birth the two brains might 
have been identical, not only in all the 
elements that entered into their compo- 
sition, but also in their tendencies and 
proclivities. One, however, started in 
the course of life under disadvantageous 
circumstances; the other had every- 
thing in its favor. 
One was left to its 


own guidance and to the influence of 
circumstances detrimental to its well 
being; the other, among beneficial sur- 
roundings, was carefully trained and 
developed. Would it be a matter of 
surprise if the possessor of the one 
should bo an enemy of society and a 
perpetrator of acts of fraud and vio- 
lence and the other a leader in all hon- 
orable and virtuous purposes?—Dr. W. 
A. Hammond in North American Re- 
view.

To Solder Porcelain and Metal*. 


M. Cailletet has devised a simple 


method for connecting glass tubes to 
netnl work in the construction of phys- 
cal apparatus which may be of service 
to our readers. 
The end of the glass 


tube is gently warmed, and then 
covered with a few drops of a solution 
of neutral platinum chloride and camo- 
mile oil. On gently warming the tube to 
a dull redness the platinum salt 
reduced to the metallic state, and a 
brilliant deposit of the metal is formed 
on the end of the tube. 
The tube is 


then connected to the negative elec- 
trode of a battery and immersed in n 
bath of copper sulphate, when thecop- 
ger is deposited as a malleable adherent 
coating on the platinum flux, and thus 
forms a material which can be brazed 
on to brass or copper in the ordinary 
way.—Industries.

This is somewhat singular 
Some years ago while doing the Maine 
coast I pushed up a small river about 
ten miles to the town of DamarU- 
cotta, whore there was an Indian 
mound. The latter I found made up 
entirely of oyster shells of remarkable 
size, piled one upon another for fifteen 
or twenty feet up, a big pine tree grow- 
ing in the mass.

his Master and Lord, and was decently 
interred in the Church of St. James, 
iu New Bristol, in Pennsylvania, by 
the Rev. William Lindsay, who 
preached a funeral sermon." In 1741 
the Rev. Colin Campbell took charge 
and retained it, in connection with 
St. Mary's, Burlington, until his dfiath, 
in 1766. 
In 1768, the Rev. Jonathan 


Odell, M. D., became Rector of St. 
James and also of St. Mary's. 
At the 


time of the Revolution, St. James' 
Parish was under the care of Rev. Mr. 
Lewis, who sided with the Crown. St. 
James' Church, then, was deserted, 
and soon became a stable and a barn, 
while its graveyard became desolate. 
Not until 1806 do we read of another 
clergyman, when the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Waddell, Rector of St. Michael 
Church, Trenton, N. J., came once i 
two weeks to officiate at St, James 


China plate, which he had placed upon 
the communion table, as a plate which 
was used iu the communion service as 
early as 1802, at least, and probably 
earlier.

and retained it until 1875 


While here, he wrote his " Vox Eccle- 
siae," and also his letters to Bishop 
Cummins, a leader in the Reformed

He died 


March 5, 1879, after a short rectorate 
in New Britain, Conn., and one in 
Texas.

The Fli'ai Tntimitl»ntlr m^imalil.) uac« 


O«-iMimi<l In IKIJ8. 


Tlit-ro aa- umluuhirdly many men and 


women in NVwVork lodny who went down 
to the U H I pry und cheered and Wiiv, il their 
hands in greeting to the first btu uuship 
thatenU-Ml thi.s port fruin Europe. This 
important event took place on April 23, 
1KB, and it wax doubly inti-restirig and sig- 
niUcant ln-c,iuse not only the first transat- 
lantic .sUiam.sh\\>came to anchoi-inthe har- 
bor on that day, but the necond also, steam 
travel across the sea thus beu'iniiing with a 
race that was earnestly contested and bril- 
liantly won. 


Furthermore it was a race that attracted 


infinitely more attention than any of the- 
contests that have succeeded it. Two 
steam vessels had crossed the Atlantic in 
years previons, both having started from 
this side—the Savannah, from Savannah 
in 1819, and the Itoyal William, from Qut 
bee, in 1831—but neither of these voyages 
had demonstrated th« feasibility of aban- 
doning the fine sailing packets and clippers 
for steamers when it came to a long voy- 
age. 
, 


The Savannah used both steam and sail 


during eighteen of the twenty-five days re- 
quired for a passage to Liverpool, and more 
than one clipper overtook and passed her 
during the voyage. The Eoyal William 
had to utilize all her hold for coal in order 
to carry sufficient fuel to insure a comple- 
tion of the voyage. Public interest, ac- 
cordingly, was deeply stirred on both sides 
of the ocean when, in li!37, it was learned 
that two steam vessels were on the stocks 
building for the American service. 


These were the Sirius, at London, and 


the Great Western, at Bristol. It was these 
vessels that made the first race, the Sirius 
making the trip, measured from Queens- 
town, in eighteen and a half days, and the 
Great Western in fourteen and a half days. 
The Sirius, having hod nearly four days' 
start, ciime in a few hours ahead of the 
winner. 
She brought seven passengers, 


and whctln-r the Great Western had others 
than her crew on board cannot now be as- 
certained.—John H. Gould in Scribuer's.

The earliest record of a school of 


physics at Cambridge university is in 
1421, but the flrst definite provision for 
anatomical teaching was made by John 
Caius somewhat later in the satuo cent- 
ury, lie was followed by W. Hardy in 
the Sixteenth and by a brilliant galaxy 
of anatomists in the Seventeenth cent- 
ury, of whom one instructed Newton 
and another tried his hand at writing 
plays. 


From the time of Caius we were in- 


timately connected -with the corpora- 
tion of surgeons in London, who sent 
| us a scholar receiving £40 a year for his 
maintenance and £3 a year to provide 
himself with books. In order to qualify 
as a practitioner in those days it was 
necessary to have attended three dissec- 
tions, at which a body was opened and 
"the physicians present discoursed at 
random concerning the interior." 


The flrst separate professorship of an- 


atomy was founded at Cambridge in 
the year 1707, but the immediate effect 
of the endowment appears to have 
been a cessation of all interest in the 
subject. 
It was the time of the Resur- 


rectionists, however, and we read of 
the watchmen being allowed to search 
in Emmanuel for a missing body. This 
was illegal be it remarked, and really 
an act of coercion, as may be seen irom 
the following tale. A giant once died 
in Dublin, thereby exciting the desires 
of an anatomical professor and his stu- 
dents, to whom he said: 


"Gentlemen, I understand that your 


feelings are excited toward the seizure 
of this body, against which I must cer- 
tainly counsel you. 
But in case your 


zeal should overcome your discretion, I 
will tell you the exact case of the law, 
which 
is that you may take the 


body, but that for the removal of the 
least rag or shred of covering there- 
on you may be hanged. 
Therefore, if 


you should remove the body, be careful 
that it is utterly unclothed." Needless 
to say that professor was given the op- 
portunity of experimenting upon tlia 
giant. 


A more melancholy anecdote is asso 


elated with the memory of our Pro 
lessor Collignon, who once invited tw 
friends to tho dissection of a body, in 
which one of them recognized the feal 
tires of an acquaintance. It was th 
body of Lawrence Sterne, "whose Una 
return to his university formed a tragii 
ending to the sentimental journey o 
his life." 


Professor Haviland made the flrst 


collection of anatomical 
specimens 


while the flrst museum was founded by 
his successor, Professor Clark, who 
raised it to be the flrst in the world. 
\Ve have entered upon a goodly her- 
itage, and in the stimulating presence of 
of Sir George Paget and Sir George 
Humphrey may we not learn to pene- 
trate yet farther into those regions of 
knowledge where the unknown still far 
exceeds the known!—Knowledge.
